To  the  inhal)itants  of  the  Town  of  Lee,  in  the  County 
of  Strafford  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Af- 
fairs :     (L.   S.) 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Lee  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  of  March,  next,  at 
ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing  subjects: 

1  : — To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2: — To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3: — (A)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  aid  for 
the  construction  of  Class  V  highways  under  the 
l)rovisi()ns  of  the  T.R.A..  so  called.  If  this  aid  is 
desired,  the  State  will  contribute  $156L35,  pro- 
vided the  Town  raises  $390.34. 

(B)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  the  construction  of  a  road  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Laws  of  1937,  Chapter  67.  If  this  aid 
is  desired  it  must  be  expended  on  the  Bennett  road 
and  the  State  will  contribute  $1,332.00  provided  the 
Town   raises  $666.00. 

4: — To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  high- 
w'ays. 

5 : — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate Two  hundred  dollars  ($200.)  for  fire  protection. 

6: — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 


ate  Fourteen  hundred  dollars  ($1400.)  for  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  Relief. 

7 : — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate Two  hundred  dollars  ($200.)  for  the  control  of 
White   Pine   Blister   Rust. 

8 : — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sepa- 
rate entrance  to  the  Library  at  an  expense  not  to 
exceed  Two  hundred  Dollars  ($200.)  and  to  make 
appropriation  of  that  sum. 

9: — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 

10: — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  a  penalty 
of  twenty  cents  to  be  added  tcj  all  Poll  taxes  not 
paid  before  September  first  of  the  year  following 
their  assessment.

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FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  EEE : 

Our  forest  lands  represent  a  substantial  proportion  of 
the  town's  valuation.  They  provide  income  to  our  citi- 
izens,  from  the  sale  of  forest  products  and  through  em- 
ployment to  woods'  workers.  The  protection  of  our 
forest  lands  is  essential  to  the  continued  welfare  of  the 
town.  Fire  is  the  forests'  worst  enemy.  It  not  only 
destroys  the  growing  crop  but  leaves  the  land  in  such 
condition  that  nothing  of  value  will  grow  for  a  long  pe- 
riod of  years.  In  addition  it  costs  good  tax  money  to 
extinguish  forest  fires. 

An  analysis  of  forest  fire  records  indicate  that  97  per 
cent  are  man-caused  and  consequently  avoidable.  Care- 
lessness and  failure  to  comply  with  reasonable  regula- 
tions governing  the  building  of  fires  in  and  near  wood- 
lands has  been  costl}-  to  both  towns  and  individuals- 
Through  elimination  of  the  human  etpiation,  forest  fire 
losses  would  be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  This  is  possible 
if  very  citizen  would  be  careful,  familiarize  himself  wth 
burning  regulations,  comply  with  them  and  then  use 
]iroper  discretion- 

We  have  been  particularly  fortunate  in  this  town 
since  the  hurricane  in  not  having  had  more  serious  fires. 
This  is  due  in  part  to  the  strictness  of  our  Avarden  in  is- 
suing permits  and  splendid  cooperation  on  the  part  of 
the  public.  Great  care  is  needed  because  conditions  in 
our  blown-down  areas  are  more  critical  Avith  down  ma- 
terial drying  out  and  becoming  more  highly  inflam- 
mable. THE  CONTINUED  COOPERATION  of  every 
one  is  necessary. 

We  should  all  remember  that : 
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1.  WRITTEN  PERMISSION  OF  THE  LOCAL  FOR- 
EST FIRE  WARDEN  TO  BURN  brush,  rubbish  or 
other  debris  in  or  near  woodlands  or  where  fire  may  be 
communicated  to  woodlands  IS  NECESSARY  WHEN 
THE  GROUND  IS  NOT  COVERED  WITH  SNOW. 
Violation  of  this  requirement  makes  the  responsible 
party  liable — 

a.  To  a  fine  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  or  im- 
prisonment of  not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 

b.  To  the  town  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  warden 
or  deputy  warden  in  attending  or  extingushing  such 
fire. 

c.  For  damages  to  abutting  owners  if  the  fire  runs  on- 
to the  abutters'  property. 

2.  It  is  a  violation  of  the  Forest  Laws  of  the  state  to — 

a.  Drop  or  throw  any  lighted  match,  cigar,  cigarette, 
live  ashes  or  any  other  substance  liable  to  cause  a 
fire,  from  any  vehicle  while  the  same  is  upon  a  pubic 
highway  or  private  way. 

b.  Drop,  throw  or  otherwise  deposit  on  or  near  wood- 
lands any  lighted  match,  cigar,  cigarette,  live  ashes 
or  any  other  substance  liable  to  cause  a  fire. 

Violation    of    these    prohibitions    penalizes   whoever   is 
found  guilty  by  a  fine  of  $25.00. 

3.  You  should  promptly  notify  your  local  forest  fire 
warden  of  any  fires  you  see. 

4.  The  forest  laws  are  being  more  strictly  enforced 
each  year. 

Your  cooperation   will   save   the   warden  considerable 
worry ;  you  and  your  town  much  trouble  and  expense.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Sclu)t)l  Board  and  Citizens  of  Lee. 

Last  year  39  pupils  A\ere  registered  in  Lee,  ten  of 
\vlioni  had  been  previously  registered  elsewhere  in  the 
state.  Of  the  others,  28  were  bo}s  and  21  were  girls. 
The  schools  were  in  session  36  weeks,  less  two  days  of 
institutes.  The  aggregate  attendance  was  16,248.  The 
enrollment  by  grades  ranged  from  two  in  the  eighth 
grade  to  nine  in  Grades  I  and  \T.  Forty-five  pupils  were 
l)romoted,  and  five  retained.  The  average  September 
ages  n\  a.ll  i)upils  ranged  from  six  years  and  seven 
months  in  the  first  grade  to  thirteen  years  and  three 
months  in  Grade  \'III.  Fifteen  pupils  were  under  eight 
}-ears  of  age.  33  between  eight  and  fourteen,  and  only 
one  past  the  fourteenth  birthda}".  The  average  attend- 
ance was  45.64.  average  absence  2.67,  and  percent  of 
attendance  94.47.  The  record  of  151  tardinesses  was  ex- 
cessive, and  only  one  i)upil  had  perfect  attendance.  The 
tuition  of  five  pupils  in  outside  elementary  and  eighteen 
in  secondary  schools  was  paid  by  the  district.  There 
A\"ere  seven  school  board  meetings  held.  The  School 
l'.o;ird  and  Su|)erintendent  made  77  visits  to  the  schools, 
■while  187  visits  were  made  l)v  other  citizens.  The 
SclnH)l  nurse.  Miss  ^largaret  Macdonald.  reports  onlv 
three  types  of  defects  evident  in  the  health  examination. 
.\  few  pairs  of  glasses  and  a  few  visits  to  dentists  bv 
such  pu])ils  as  were  reported  to  ])arents  would  give  Lee 
children  as  a  grou])  a  remarkably  good  health  condition.
